Such head- 
lines are all too common. They 
never fail to arouse many of us 
to begin | crusades aimed at stamp- 
ing out such carelessness, because 
all such accidents are due to care- 
lessness. But somehow, when the 
story is forgotten, the crusade 
fades away as well, 

Orfe of the first suggestions 
usually coming out of such eru- 
sades is for “Legislation for Con- 
trol’. On the surface this is good, 
but legislation that cannot be en- 
forced is of little value and in- 
deed may be harmful because 
many people believe 2 “law” 
looks after everything. 

The real prevention of such 
tragic accidents lies with the par- 
ents or guardians of young child- 
ren. This calls for constant care 
and vigilance, and even with all 
this some accidents will happen.

‘Homemaking Hints 


When the hot and dry weather ap- 
pears, you may have troubie keep- 
ing your brown sugar moist. Home 
economists suggest keeping the sug- 
ar in an airtight container such as a 
photiim bag. A slice of apple or 
orange placed on wax paper on top 
of hard sugar will restore freshness. 
Replace frequently to prevent mould 
formation, 


Although canned goods do not 
seem to need special care, they 
are best kept at a temperature of 
\40 F. As this is usually impossible, 
home economists at Macdonald In- 
stitute, Guelph, recommend that ca- 
nned goods be kept in as cool and 
dry a place as possible. 


“Haste makes taste’? where veg- 
etable cookery is concerned. The 
Foods Department at Macdonald In- 
stitute recommend that green veg- 
etables be cooked quickly and un- 
covered to allow acids, which de- 
stroy the green chlorophyll, to es- 
cape. To hasten cooking, the vege- 
tables may be covered after the first 
five minutes of cooking. Thin green 
leaves, such as spinach, are an ex- 
ception, and are cooked, covered, 
with only the water that clings to 
the leaves after washing.
